Sale items to be found at garage sales range from 
baby clothes and furniture to lawn mowers and wheel 
barrows. Bul the best sellers, according to those who

Clothes, they say, do not sell as well as they do in 
second-hand shops and are usually still hanging after 
th? sale is over and done. 
In a lot of cases, people who have these items left 
over, will call either Goodwill or the Salvation Army to 
dispose of the remains, and in many cases they are 
given to churches who will, in turn, eventually put 
them back into “another garage sale.”

Poor old Wayne Hays. 
It would seem his past “relationships” —once denied and 
now admitted—have caught up with the congressman from 
Ohio. 
Well, like they say: as you sow' so shall you harvest. 
Congressman Hays, you know, is the fella who put 
Elizabeth L. Ray on the public payroll at 14,WK) taxpayer 
dollars per year. He had his little ray of sunshine brighten 
the corner of an obscure office of a congressional sub^ 
committee that may not even have existed when she first 
reported for work. 
Mr. Hays, 65, insists he hired the lady for routine office 
duties. Miss Ray, 33, insists her duties were not quite 
secretarial. Her description of her work was “m istress,” a 
role not included in the general governmental job roster. 
Ordinarily the charges against Mr. Hays might be con­ 
sidered by the so-called House Ethics Committee. But, that 
group has hardly stirred its stumps sinee it was formed in 
1967. Now that the FBI and the federal grand jury are 
checking into the possible mis-use of federal funds, com­ 
mittee members are resting easier. If an indictment is 
handed out, Mr. Hays may be back in the com m ittee’s lap. 
Obviously it is not fair to judge 530-some-odd congressmen 
because of the errors of one representative from Flushing, 
Ohio, and the three or four who have popped up since then. 
Yet, there is something wrong, real wrong, when some of the 
most powerful men in the House of Representatives can use 
taxpayer funds for their own hanky-pankies. And, when you 
get right down to it, it’s not just the misuse of funds; it’s the 
fact that men who cannot govern themselves consider 
themselves fit to govern us. 
Back when Mr. Hays’ escapades were revealed, one of 
his colleagues whined: “ It’s not fair. You never know when 
your private life will be made public.” 
One wonders if this thought has ever crossed his m ind: 
Those in public office should conduct themselves in 
private so that they have nothing to hide from the public. 
Too strict a dictum? I think not.
